Corn Price Order, MSA Action

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ST. PETERSBURG, FLA.—Stabil- 
ity and progress through research 
was the keynote of the 10th anniver- 
sary convention of the American De- 
hydrators Assn. at the Soreno Hotel 
under sunny skies Jan. 14-16, with a 
registration of over 400 voting unani- 
mously to further the accomplish- 
ments of the industry with an even 
larger research appropriation 

The weather of 1951 dealt the al- 
falfa dehydrators one severe blow 
after another. The worst floods in 
history blanked out from 50 to 90% 
of the season’s production in the Mis- 
souri and Kansas river valleys and 
parts of Nebraska, Joseph Chrisman, 
Cerophyl Laboratories, Inc., Kansas 
City, retiring president of the ADA, 
told the delegates in his report to 
the membership. 

These were followed by disastrous 
drouth conditions in Washington, 
Oregon, Texas, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. Important areas in Ohio suf- 
fered from drouth in the latter part 
of the season. National production of 
dehydrated alfalfa meal suffered tre- 
mendously, Mr. Chrisman said, and 
many operators experienced substan- 
tial financial losses from both plant 
and equipment damage as well as the 
handicap of inadequate supplies of 
meal to fulfill commitments 


ADA Progress 

The stature of the ADA has grown 
tremendously in the past three 
years,’ Mr. Chrisman said. “A great 
deal of this the result 
of the broad program of research to 
develop new uses for alfalfa and to 
learn more about the unknown fac. 
tors which nutritionists have long 
believed existed. The ADA has had 
wonderful cooperation of the trade 
press through the aggressive leader- 
ship of the association secretary 
Lioyd Larson, and above all have 
been the tremendous contributions 
of the ADA's research committee and 
the Research Council 

“The alfalfa dehydrating industry 
has been through some very hard 
times in the past year, but you will 
recover,” Mr. wurisman continued 
“and how fast you recover will de- 
pend on each individual member of 
the industry. Infractions of trade 
rules involving a few cases of mis- 
labeling and adulteration of product 
must be cleaned up and must be for 
ever eliminated if we are to continue 
the progress we have made and de- 
serve the confidence that is being 
accorded us by the feed industry in 
general

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Committee on Supplements 


HE president of the Association of American Feed Control Officials, 

Dr. F. W. Quackenbush, of Purdue University, responded to our edi- 
torial of Dec. 15 with the information that a committee exists to consider 
definitions for feed “supplements” and “concentrates.” 

The Dec. 15 editorial dealt with some suggestions made by Ed Cher- 
bonnier of the Grain & Feed Dealers National Assn. as to how these types 
of feeds might be defined. He had said that the terms are used interchange- 
ably by some feed men and feed users, and have varying meanings for others. 
He made the point that there is some confusion in the matter, which could 
be cleared up by acceptable specific definitions 

In our own comments on this, we mentioned that the subject had been 
brought up at the States Relations Committee meeting preceding the annual 
convention of the AAFCO in Washington last October; that a recommenda- 
tion had been made to the Executive Committee of the feed control organi- 
zation that a committee be appointed to determine official definitions for 
“feed concentrate” and a “complete ration”; but 
no such committee had been appointed. 

Dr. Quackenbush’s letter corrects us on this. The Committee on Sup- 
plements to Feeds was appointed shortly after the Washington meetings, 
and is listed in the 1952 Official Publication of the association. Ralph Knee- 
Washington, D.C., is committee chairman. Other members are S. B 
Randle of New Jersey and H. H. Hoffman of Florida 

It was our error. Sorry. Thank you, Dr. Quackenbush. The committee's 
findings will be of much interest to the feed industry when they are reported

FORMULA FEEDS: HOW’S BUSINESS? 








Formula feed business is holding to a satisfactory volume in most sections 
of the country, although manufacturers continued to show concern over the 
growing oilseed meal shortage and some other developments which could 
seriously affect feed volume in the coming months. One of these is the current 
easiness in the egg market which may cause producers to order fewer baby 
chicks this spring. On the other hand, higher milk prices in some areas, the 
need for supplements to feed with the large amount of low quality corn and 
stepped up broiler operations offered opportunities for better feed sales. 
Broiler feed sales currently are brisk in major poultry meat producing areas. 
Many dealers are still hopefully watching for a price break and in most 
instances are ordering feed for replacement only. Feed grains turned easier 
and the index dropped nearly 9 points to 263.1 in the week ending Jan. 16— 
still well above the index a year ago of 237.7. The index of feedstuffs prices, 





meanwhile, gained 4.3 points to 278.2, which compares with 232.3 a year ago.

Northeast formula feed production,

Southwest 

Sales of formula feed in the 
Southwest held to a surprisingly good 
pace this week. In spite of the fact 
that prices on most formulas con- 
tinued to hold steady to slightly high- 
er, dealers reported a good retail 
business. In turn, the retailers were 
replacing this business with new or- 
ders from feed manufacturers. 

It is believed that much of the 
current volume of sales is replace- 
ment buying and not a building up 
of larger dealer inventories. Most 
dealers allowed inventories to sink to 
seasonal lows around the first of the 
year. 

Since that time a few have in- 
creased their stocks because of the 
higher price trend and shortages of 
protein in the industry, but probably 
the greater percentage of the trade 
is merely replacing retail sales. 

Low hog prices, reflecting the 
heavy run of hogs to market, and 
sluggish egg prices, creating a ten- 
dency among flock-owners to cull out 
poor layers, have been unfavorable 
factors affecting ‘eed demand. But 
at the same time the large quantity 
of soft corn in the area has height- 
ened the demand for supplements in 
some quarters. Thus some manufac- 
turers have actually seen some im- 
provement in hog feed sales in re- 
cent weeks. Poultry feed demand is 
only fair, but the first trickle of chick 
starter business has begun, adding 
hope for improvement in poultry 
feed demand from now until into the 
spring. Dairy and range cattle feed 
sales were fair to good this week.

Manufacturers say that the recent 
easiness in egg prices has not hurt 
sales of egg feeds to as great an ex- 
tent as might be expected, with poul- 
trymen apparently continuing to feed 
their flocks well on balanced rations 
However, some concern is expressed 
that raisers may reduce their orders 
for chicks this spring as a result of 
the currently unfavorable egg mar- 
kets. 

While the volume of 
moving to western ranges 
holding up well there were some in- 
dications that new orders for this 
feed were beginning to taper off. In- 
creases in prices for dairy products, 
meanwhile, including a 1c qt. boost 
in the retail price of milk, have 
brightened the profit outlook for 
dairymen and kept volume of feed 
sales up among these customers.

There 
have been many improvements in ac- 
cessories, such as tube firing, auto- 
matic feeding and the like, he pointed 
out. 

Grinding Methods 

V. C. Britton of the V. C. Britton 
Co., Firebaugh, Cal., described grind- 
ing methods used in his plant. By 


running the chopped meal through 
pressure rolls and two reel sifters, all 
of the leaf is removed. The stems 
are reground on a hammer mill and 
blended back.

Alfalfa Research Council Adopts 
New Plan for Awarding Grants 


ST. PETERSBURG, FLA.—A new 
plan for awarding grants-in-aid was 
adopted by the Alfalfa Research 
Council at its meeting here Jan. 14 
The new system sets up a uniform 
application report and a time sched- 
ule 

In the future, all applications for 
funds must be presented to the sec- 
retary of the American Dehydrators 
Assn. The outlined projects will be 
submitted to the research council 
members for review and study pre- 
vious to the annual meeting, where 
each project will be thoroughly dis- 
cussed and recommendations made to 
the research committee of the Ameri- 
can Dehydrators Assn. By following 
this proced ire, it is expected that all 
grants can be approved by Feb. 1 
following the annual ADA meeting 

The council also recommended to 
the ADA directors that a bulletin 
on alfalfa production be published 
with the aim of increasing yield per 
acre and duration of stand of alfalfa 

Loyd Faris, chairman of the re- 
search committee of the ADA organ- 
ization, reviewed the financial state- 
ment of the research fund. During 
1951, grants-in-aid totaled $24,350 
and the current reserve in the fund 
amounts to $33,458 

Two members of the council at- 
tended the meeting. They are J. W 
Hayward of the Archer-Daniels-Mid- 
land Co., Minneapolis, and George 
Kohler, Cerophyl Laboratories, Inc., 
Kansas City 

Research projects under way were 
reviewed by the investigators who 
were present at the council meeting 

Work under way at Texas A & M 
College under the direction of Dr. 
J. R. Couch thus far indicates that 
alfalfa in the breeder ration of chick- 
ens and turkeys increases vitamin 





B., and folic acid content of egg yolks 
and improves livability of chicks. In 
the breeder rations for turkeys al- 
falfa increased hatchability. The work 
is being continued on both chickens 
and turkeys 

At the University of Arizona, a 
project under the leadership of A. R 
Kemmerer, has indicated that alfalfa 
contains certain unrecognized factors 
which stimulate the growth of chicks. 
The study also is continuing 

All of the gestation trials with 
swine at Illinois have shown that the 
addition of dehydrated alfalfa to ra- 
tions fed to sows maintained con- 
tinuously in dry lot during pre-ges- 
tation, gestation and lactation has 
consistently increased the percentage 
survival of pigs to weaning age. This 
suggests that alfalfa contains a sur- 
vival factor for optimum gestation 
and lactation performance 

Studies in progress at South Da- 
kota indicate so far that carotene 
losses of alfalfa are not materially af- 
fected by the presence of trace min- 
erals in stored feeds. Many more 
tests are planned on this project 

At Utah, studies have shown that 
winter range is deficient in protein, 
energy, phosphorus and vitamin A 
activity. The addition of .05 Ib. of 
dehydrated alfalfa meal per day sat- 
isfies the requirement of vitamin A 
for sheep on winter range. In another 
sheep experiment at Montana State 
College, the feeding of dehydrated al- 
falfa pellets to ewes produced an in- 
creased return of $1.12 per head from 
lamb and wool.

Notes on the Feedstuffs Analysis Table 


Feed Formulation 

It is suggested that before any 
attempts are made in formulating 
feeds that the nutritive requirements 
for livestock and poultry as outlined 
in the pamphlets published by the 
National Research Council be thor- 
oughly studied. Copies of these pam- 
phiets may be obtained from the 
National Research Council, 2101 Con- 
stitution Ave. N.W., Washington 
25, D.C. 

For feeds that are to be fed with 
grain, be sure that informulation al- 
lowance is made for dilution of the 
ration with grain, and supply extra 
nutrients in the formula so that the 
total ration fed will supply the ani- 
mals’ nutritive requirements. 


Vitamin A—Carotene 

The figures under the Vitamin A 
column in the accompanying table 
indicate the Vitamin A activity from 
the carotenes. For poultry the values 
given may be added together with the 
true Vitamin A present in fish oil to 
determine the Vitamin A activity of 
the feed. 

For four-footed animals one should 
allow three units of Vitamin A ac- 
tivity from carotene to equal one unit 
of true Vitamin A. 


Alfalfa 


Because the supply of good quality 
dehydrated alfalfa meal appears to 
be limited in the Middle West, due to 
unfavorable weather conditions, feed 
manufacturers may reduce the per- 
cent of alfalfa used in formula feeds. 
Those who do this should consider 
all of the factors supplied by good 
quality dehydrated alfalfa meal, and 
formulate feeds accordingly. 

Where dehydrated alfalfa meal has 
been used to supply a major portion 
of the vitamin A activity through 
its carotene content, it is more im- 
portant than ever to know how much 
carotene is being supplied. It is im- 
portant that a laboratory analysis be 
made at the time the alfalfa is to be 
used. 


Loss in Storage 


Among many other factors which 
must be taken into consideration by 
the feed manufacturer is the question 
of vitamin loss from the time the 
feed is made until it is consumed by 
the animals. The important factor 
that governs results is whether there 
is a sufficient amount of vitamins 
ingested by the animal. Vitamin A 
and carotene have long been recog- 
nized as the hardest to handle be- 
cause they are readily oxidized. A 
safety factor should be allowed in 
formulating any feed to allow for 
these losses, that is, put in more than 
just enough to meet minimum re- 
quirements, increasing the amount 
when conditions require it. 

Some of the detrimental factors 
which affect stability are long stor- 
age periods before feed is consumed, 
high storage temperatures, and the 
high concentration of minerals. 

This problem of stability is re- 
ceiving much attention now and some 
stabilized products are already on the 
market. If these new products are 
used, the manufacturer’s recommen- 
dations should be given consideration. 

Use of stabilized vitamin products 


is indicated where conditions of 
storage may increase vitamin de- 
struction. 
7 * . 
Antibiotics 


The research workers have devot- 
ed much time during the past year 
to studies of antibiotics in feeds. The 
literature contains excellent informa- 
tion on how to use these products in 
feeds for most economical results. 
There are still many unanswered 
questions on the subject which re- 
search workers will be working on 
during the coming years. 

That antibiotics exert growth pro- 
moting effects on young animals has 
been repeatedly demonstrated. In 
some cases the use of antibiotics 
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throughout the growing period until 
animals are marketed is beneficial. 
The different antibiotics presently of- 
fered to the feed trade vary in their 
activity. To determine exactly how 
much and which one should be used 
for certain given purposes is a sub- 
ject on which the various nutritional 
authorities may disagree. It is advis- 
able for feed manufacturers to keep 
themselves well informed on the sub- 
ject in order that their feeds may be 
kept in line with competition.

Vitamins D: and D, 


Irradiated yeast or plant sterols 
provide Vitamin D, which is excellent 
for 4-footed animals but not suitable 
for poultry. 

Vitamin D from irradiated animal 
sterols (D-activated animal sterol) 
or that from fish liver oils provides 
Vitamin D, which is suitable for both 
poultry and 4-footed animals.

Vitamin B., 

Vitamin Bs may now be obtained 
from several companies in different 
concentrations and at a very reason- 
able cost. In order to be sure the 
minimum requirements of the ani- 
mals are met, it is suggested that 
these commercial sources of Vitamin 
Bu be given consideration in all criti- 
cal feeds, even though animal protein 
sources are used in the formulae. The 
recommendations of the manufactur- 
ers of Vitamin Bs concentrate will 
prove helpful in correctly formulating 
feeds that should contain Vitamin Bu. 

J . 
Amino Acids 

In general the most efficient ra- 
tions for non-ruminants contain a 
good balance of amino acids. Amino 
acids, unlike vitamins, are not stored 
in the body organs for future use. 
Thus the total ration ingested at one 
time must be well balanced from the 
amino acid standpoint. The total 
amino acid content of a ration may 
be calculated, but unfortunately this 
does not tell how much of each is 
nutritionally available to the animal. 
The calculations will show where de- 
ficiencies exist. 





Now that methionine, one of the 
essential amino acids, is available to 
the feed trade, it becomes very easy 
to eliminate a deficiency of this 
amino acid if calculations show that 
it is deficient. If other 
amino acids become available, it will 
help nutritionists in feed formulation

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Use Research to Find Out 


More About Your Business 


By James Acker 


search” to many small business- 

men they immediately envision a 
big million dollar corporation with a 
special research building, staffed 
with technicians in white coats, or a 
group of high paid economic experts 
with lots of calculating machines 
grinding out statistics gathered from 
all parts of the country 

That is, of course, one view of 
the research problem, but the feed 
dealer should not let the big research 
organizations scare him off the sub- 
ject. He can do this research job 
right in his own organization without 
a lot of expense. In fact, he probably 
is doing a lot of research right at the 
moment, but he doesn’t classify it as 
such 

Research is merely a high-sounding 
term for finding out more about 
your business and your market. Re- 
search breaks down your business 
statistics into divisions so you can 
study them separately and see more 
readily what makes your business 
tick. Study of this kind very often 
suggests to you ways and means for 
improving your business 

How can a feed dealer conduct 
a research program of his own with- 
out investing too much time or 
money’? If you begin today and keep 
at the job every week, it will not 
be long before you will have as- 
sembled—in your spare time—a lot of 
evidence about your business for 
which some so-called expert might 
charge a considerable sum 

1. Conduct a survey. Don't let 
that operation scare you, either. A 
business survey is just a way to find 
out what your customers think of 


|: YOU mention the term “re- 


you, your firm and your products 
It will also reveal what customers 
think you should add to your line 
how you should improve your serv- 
ice, etc. When you ask customers 
these things they are usually not 
bashful about telling you 

A survey can be conducted by 
mail. All you need to do is draw up 
a questionnaire, outlining your ques- 
tions, have it mimeographed and 
mail it to every boxholder in your 
rural trade area. Be sure to include 
a self-addressed, postage-guaranteed 
envelope for the reply 

Some retailers have found that 
you can step up the number of re- 
plies by offering to give every fam- 
ily some little gift for which they 
can call at the store when they 
bring their reply. The questionnaires 
need not even be signed, if you wish 
This latter feature sometimes brings 
in more replies to the questionnaire 

If you want to do some research 
on how your business looks to the 
customer, don’t neglect the trade 
area survey. It shouldn't cost more 
than $50 to $100 including postage 
It all depends upon the number of 
letters you mail out 
2. Your want book. This can be 
a fine research instrument. Write 
down every item you don't stock as 
it is called for, and record the num- 
ber of times it is called for by patrons 
during a season or year. Then, when 
you want to know if it’s worth while 
to stock the item, consult that want 
book and you'll have your answer 

In considering such items do not 
forget to figure how many of these 
items you could sell in addition to

4. Volume sellers. Do you know 
what lines of merchandise give you 
more than two thirds of your busi- 
ness? Why not check on this? You 


may find that one or two items ac- 
count for this large volume. They 
are then worth pushing 365 days a 
year, because they have greater ap- 
peal to all your trade area. After 
you have mapped out a program for 
getting maximum volume on your vol- 
ume builders, then turn your atten- 
tion to merchandising programs for 
the smaller volume lines. Always

5. Advertising check. Have you 
ever wondered if newspaper advertis- 
ing, direct mail, billboard ads, movie 
ads, etc, are noticed by enough 
customers? Research can help you 
find out. 

For a period of two weeks ask your 
customers about it as they come 
into the store. They will cooperate. 
Do they read your ads in various 
mediums? Record the names and 
the answers. A two-week check on 
your customers will give you enough 
statistics so that you can get a clear 
picture of where your advertising 
dollar is getting its greatest value. 
But while you are conducting this 
advertising check, don’t be diverted 
by any other merchandising or pro- 
motional program. Stick to one job 
at a time and get it done. 

6. Records. One of the greatest 
aids to a feed dealer’s research pro- 
gram is good records, readily avail- 
able. When you make out a man’s

tain much vital information such as 
his age, is he married, the number 
of children, number of acres owned,

Records for the feed dealer also 
include an advertising scrapbook, 
with pasted in copies of ads, the 
dates, and the results of good ads 
Scrapbooks of farm activities are also 
valuable for reference purposes. If 
you have your own camera and take 
pictures of your successful window 
displays, they'll be a great help next 
year in planning seasonal windows 

Most certainly every alert feed 
dealer will want a sales promotional 
scrapbook, too, in which are con- 
tained coupons, tickets, letters, in- 
vitations, testimonials, banners and 
pictures—anything which will give 
the dealer a fairly complete story 
on any one promotional event. Such 
books are of great aid in planning 
other sales promotions, and can easily 
be compiled when all the material 
is handy—namely, right during the 
sales event itself. To make such a 
record of a sales event takes only a 
few hours. It can prove very valu- 
able later on. 

7. Farm statistics. How big is 
your trade territory? How many 
farmers live in it? What's the total 


| population, in people, in cattle, in 


poultry ? What's the size of the aver- 
age farm? These and many more 
facts can easily be gathered by the 
feed dealer day by day and com- 
piled into a master farm statistics 
record which can be of great value 
in his business.

work before the snow flies again. 
Wonderful as this spring season 
is to sell merchandise, it should also 
be remembered that all the other 
months of the year represent specific 
sales opportunities as well. If each 
feed dealer will make a “farm work 
chart” which will represent the work 
which farmers do in that locality 
each month of the year, and if he 
will post this chart where he can 
see it every day, it will suggest 
numerous sales ideas to him, es- 
pecially when the season is ripe to 
sell certain lines of merchandise. 
I saw an advertisement recently 
by a leading farm magazine (Wal- 
lace’s Farmer & Iowa Homestead) 
which contained an Iowa farm work 
chart, and it gave a very clear idea 
of what Iowa farmers do in dif- 
ferent months of the year. The feed 
dealer, studying such a chart, most 
certainly sees many sales opportu- 
nities which he might otherwise miss. 
I have a hunch also that many Iowa 
farmers have clipped this work chart 
and posted it for frequent reference 
The work chart is divided into 12 
columns, one for each month of the 
year. Black lines with black dots at 
the beginning and end run horizontal- 
ly across the page, showing in what 
month a farm activity begins and 
when it normally ends for the year. 
January and February activities 
for Iowa farmers on this chart are 
listed as breeding for spring pigs, 
marketing spring pigs, most dry cows 
occur, lambing time, buy baby chicks, 
hogs and beef cattle feedings, care 
of laying flock.

It’s Results That Count 


Dealers Have Different Methods of Collecting Delinquent 
Accounts; But Whatever the Method, It’s Results That 
Count—Here Are Some Examples of Methods Used 


By Martin Francis - 


UY a $2.50 item from a feed 
B dealer, hand him a $5.00 bill, 

and he, like all his dealer 
friends, will give you back exactly 
$2.50 in change. This is a procedure 
where there is no variation, for it is 
obvious that the amount of change 
must be no more and no less than 
$2.50. 

But, ask 10 feed dealers how they 
collect delinquent accounts — which 
is also a money question—and the 
chances are that you will get 10 dif- 
ferent answers. The reason is that 
every businessman apparently has his 
own idea of how to collect such ac- 
counts, and there is no universally 
adopted procedure for collections 

For example, listen to what one 
successful farm dealer told me about 
his infallible method of collecting. 

“I don’t have more than 10 de- 
linquent accounts in any one month,” 
he said. “If a man hasn't paid his 
bill by the tenth of the month 
I sit down and write a short person- 
al note to him—not typed—calling 
his attention to the overdue bill and 
requesting payment. I sign it with 
my own name, so he can see that I 
wrote the letter personally. I find 
that this system brings in the money 
The delinquent knows that he is not 
getting a form letter sent out as 
routine by a stenographer, and that 
if he waits long enough, he'll get 
another letter.” 

This dealer says that it 
take very long to write 10 
letters in longhand. 

He says that if any of the ac- 
counts have not paid up by the 20th 
of the month, he telephones the de- 
linquents. Then if there are any who 
have not paid by the 30th of the 
month, he makes a personal call on 
them. 

“Some months I don’t need to 
make any personal calls,” he said, 
“because the delinquents have paid 
up or consulted me and set payment 
dates. You can't let collections slide 
First thing you know you've 
some bills you can't collect.”

Another retailer states that if a 
bill isn’t paid by the 15th of the fol- 
lowing month, he shuts off credit. A 
letter is sent to the customer notify-

of collection works out very well. If 
a man refuses to come in and pay 
as asked, the dealer is glad to lose 
his future business. The chances are 
that he is an habitual bill dodger and 
is not a desirable customer. Thus, it 
is wise to shut off his credit before 
he runs up a larger bill. The original 
bill is then collected by telephone or 
by personal call. 

A very progressive dealer who uses 
collection letters says that the let- 
ters do bring in most delinquent ac- 
counts, but when they don’t, he tele- 
phones the customer, diplomatically

at a payment schedule. “You can do 
a lot by being polite, but firm,” he 
declares. ‘“‘But I never rely on a third 
or fourth collection letter like some 
fellows do. When a delinquent ac- 
count hasn't answered two collec- 
tion letters, I figure it’s time to con- 
tact him to find out the real reason 
why he hasn't paid up. That is the 
time for action.” 

A dealer who is very friendly has 
a personal method for contacting de- 
linquent customers. For example, if 
the delinquent doesn’t pay his bill and 
stays away from the store, this re- 
tailer contacts a relative and says, 
“I'd like to see George. Would you 
tell him to come around and see me.” 

When the relative relays this 
formation to the delinquent 
shows him that the retailer expects 
his money, and he is shamed into 
coming around and paying. The rela- 
tive relaying the information usually 
knows what the message refers to 
and this often speeds up the delin- 
quent’s payments

Novel Collection Letter 

Perhaps the most novel collection 
4 letter of all is that used by a New 
Jersey retailer who saves it for 
delinquent accounts which are very 
old and which apparently cannot be 
collected. The letter goes as follows 

“Dear Mr -: 
“After repeated attempts to collect, 
our books still show a balance of 
$3.75 which you have not paid, in-

“We have come to the conclusion 
that you evidently are too poor to 


pay, and so rather than waste more 


postage, we are cancelling this bill 
and sending you the receipt. Your 
name and the unpaid amount are

They don’t mind not paying a bill, 
but they do not want a paid receipt 
for a bill they didn’t pay, and they 
don't like the idea of their name be- 
ing in red ink on the company’s 
books. 

While this may be a letter a re- 
tailer does not wish to use very oft- 
en, it may be worth sending out in 
extreme cases, rather than just filing 
a long delinquent account and for- 
getting it. 

There is a certain advantage in 
letting the unpaying customer know 
that his action is not forgotten, that 
his name is in red ink for any book- 
keeper to see. And most people don't 
like that 

It can easily be 
above examples that most 
have different beliefs and methods 
for collecting delinquent accounts 
What method one uses is not so im- 
portant, so long as it brings in the 
money relatively fast

To be 
in strict accordance with the law, 
this certification should be individu- 
ally signed, or stamped with a facsi- 
7 mile signature of a responsible of- 

ficer of your company 
Certifying your orders for repairs 
and maintenance items should not be 
expected to necessarily result in 
quick deliveries. Because all proc- 
essing industries have the right to 
place this certification on their re- 
pair and maintenance orders, this 
priority rating has practically no 
! value insofar as accelerating the 
processing of an order through your 
supplier's plant. The application of 





supplier will not be able to execute 
your next order. 

Remember that the need for this 
certification is not to the liking of 
your supplier or of his making. It 
is a procedure necessary under the 
laws of our land today if that sup- 
plier is to continue in position to 
serve you. The provisions of CMP 
Regulation No. 5 are too many and 
too varied to permit my attempting 
to interpret all those provisions here.

The practical problem is 
To what extent should feeds for broil- 
ers and swine be supplemented with

Problems introduced 

The introduction of high efficiency 
type rations in the poultry field, espe- 
cially the broiler industry, has 
brought about certain practical prob- 
lems.

practical problems when we give 
them “both barrels” in terms of op- 
timum growth 

As we use more and more concen- 
trated nutrients or ingredients in our 
rations the science of engineering 
plays a more vital part in the proper 
mixing or preparation of the ration 
in order to be certain that all nutri- 
ents are uniformly distributed. It is 
relatively simple to say that each 
100 Ib. or ton of ration should con- 
tain sO many pounds, ounces or grams 
of this or that nutrient, whether it 
be antibiotics, vitamin or mineral 
The real practical problem is to get 
uniform distribution, which involves 
not nutrition but engineering and 
laws of physics and chemistry. 

Likewise the question of stability 
and compatability of nutrients or in- 
gredients are practical problems. For 
example, we know that vitamin A is 
essential to good nutrition and that 
this vitamin is relatively unstable 
or easily oxidized. Furthermore, we 
know that certain essential minerals 
like copper and iron are good oxidiz- 
ing agents, which means that these 
minerals will accentuate the destruc- 
tion of vitamin A when it comes in 
contact with them.

At the same time, it is a fact that 
temperature and moisture are factors 
concerned in bacterial growth, which 
means that there is less synthesis of 
B.» and other factors during cold 
weather. The practical implication is 
that the feed man has no assurance 
that the feed will be used with built- 
up litter or whether the litter, if 
built-up, contains enough vitamin B,, 
to meet the needs of the birds. Thus, 
he is practically forced to put out a 
feed which will give good perform- 
ance regardless of whether built-up 
litter is used.

“Experiments have been conducted during the past 
3 years to test the value of vitamin B-12 when added 
to a corn-soybean meal ration for brood sows in dry lot. 
The results of these experiments, which are summar- 
ized in table (above), indicate that B-12 has been 
of considerable value for brood sows. 

Sows which receive vitamin B-12 in their rations 
farrowed the same number of pigs as those on the 
control ration, but they weaned an average of 1 more 
pig per litter and the pigs averaged 2.5 pounds heavier 
at 56 days of age. On the basis of total litter weight at 
56 days of age, sows fed B-12 have weaned an average 
of 48.1 pounds more pigs than sows not receiving this 
vitamin.

Mice maintained on a low-fat diet be- 
came B, deficient and the symptoms 
could be partially corrected by feeding 
a higher level of fat. To my knowl- 
edge, this low fat effect on vitamin

Davis and Chow have evidence to 
show that aureomycin feeding to rats 
increases the amount of vitamin B. 
in the feces, and this increase in B, 
content is actually due to more rapid 
synthesis as the incorporation of ra- 
dioactive cobalt into vitamin B.» is 
also increased by the aureomycin 

By actual growth experiments 
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Waisman and co-workers have been 
able to show that aureomycin will 
completely replace the vitamin B, 
requirements of the rat. Nevertheless, 
Halick and Couch were unable to 
show that either aureomycin, pro- 
caine penicillin, or streptomycin 
would improve the hatchability of 
eggs from hens fed a B, deficient 
diet. How one can account for the 
difference in response to aureomycin 
by B,. deficient rats and hens is not 
known, but from a practical stand- 
point it appears that antibiotics do 
not replace vitamin B, 


Antibiotics 

Slinger and co-workers at Guelph, 
Ont., and workers from the Connecti- 
cut Station have carried out studies 
on the effect of different levels of 
protein feeding on the antibiotic re- 
sponse in chicks. There seems to be 
general agreement that a low-protein 
ration (14-16%) supplemented with 
antibiotics, will perform as well as a 
similar ration which contains more 
protein (17-19%) but no antibiotics

To study this question 
further, all-plant corn-soya rations 
which contained sub-optimum 
(14-16%), optimum (18-22%), and a 
high (27.5%) level of protein were fed 
to New Hampshire cockerels for six 
weeks in batteries. Bacitracin, pro- 
caine penicillin, aureomycin and ter- 
ramycin were fed at the level of 
20 gm./ton. 

A summary of three experiments 
is given in Table 2. The results show 
that a marked antibiotic response 
was obtained with all the levels of 
soybean oil meal (protein) fed in 
these experiments. It appears that 
these findings can best be explained 
on the basis that antibiotics do not 
exert a true sparing action on the 
protein needs of the chick as for 
true sparing action a mutual replace- 
ment of nutrients is implied. 

Another indication that the growth 
response to antibiotics is not regu- 
lated by the level of protein feeding 
is that antibiotics elicit a greater 
response with rations which contain 
2.5% fish meal. This is based on work

Linkswaller, Baumann, and Snell 
fed aureomycin to pyridoxine-defi- 
cient rats and obtained a marked 
growth response. Combinations of 
aureomycin with higher levels of 
pyridoxine lessened the antibiotic re- 
sponse and at optimum levels of 
vitamin B, feeding there was little 
or no growth increase due to aureo- 
mycin. This was extended by the 
Wisconsin group to include other an- 
tibiotics and vitamins. The effective- 
ness of the antibiotic depended on 
the vitamin deficiency studied. Aureo- 
mycin and streptomycin were best 
with pantothenic acid and riboflavin 
while penicillin worked best with a 
thiamine deficiency. Terramycin was 
not active with these deficiencies and

To determine if the antibiotic re- 
sponse in chicks fed the practical 
corn-soya ration was influenced by 
adding the B vitamins, choline, pan- 
tothenic acid, niacin and pyridoxine 
experiment with New 
Hampshire cockerels was carried out 
(6 weeks).

This is a point which many employ- 
ers frequently overlook. And if it is 
overlooked too long, the so-called 
“cheapest men” get into the habit of 
going elsewhere to work, places 
where they can get higher pay. 

“I always like to pay a good man 
a higher wage and tell him why I 
am paying it,” one retailer says. ‘T 
inform him that he has ability and 
that I expect more of him than an 
average employee and that I am 
paying him for this extra perform- 





ance. I often pick out one or two 
good men and tell them that they will 
get $5 or $10 more a week, just in 
order to help the other employees 
become better salespersons, improve 
their morale, knowledge of merchan- 
dise, etc. Often a couple of key 
employees can do a much better job 
in this sales training than can the 
employer through periodic meetings.” 

This dealer stated that some re- 
tailers feel that only the larger de- 
partmentalized stores can use this 
sort of “employee sparking” plan, but 
he thinks many smaller retailers 
can use it, too. 

A so-called “highly paid” efficient 
employee who takes the business to 
heart and works hard for his pay 
is actually the same as a partner or 
a manager in production efforts. 
There is no sound reason under the 
sun, where some selling in involved, 
why two employees should be paid 
the same wage scale. There can be 
more department managers, assistant 
managers and sales executives in 
some feed mills today, based upon in- 
dividual performances. It is foolish 
for a dealer to bear all the respon- 
sibility of supervision of a sizeable 
business, without delegating some of 
this responsibility, giving a title and 
a little extra pay with it. Likewise,

It is a well-known fact that many 
retailers in the past have been too 
intent on increasing sales and lower- 
ing costs and have not given enough 
attention to the important task of im- 
proving employee production and 
sales effectiveness. Belatedly some 
attention is being given in this mat- 
ter through sales training programs, 
but the difference between individu- 
al employees in their production val- 
ues needs also to be recognized and 
paid for accordingly. 


Work Extra Time 

I know many small stores which 
cannot hire full-time outside 
men but who give regular employees 
a certain commission to go out and 
sell store products after regular 
store hours. The number of 
employees who do this regularly runs 
into the thousands. The employer 
knows that he has a good employee 
when such a man will continually 
keep up this grueling work month 
after month 

Such employees are really worth 
keeping, training and giving high pay 
Quite a number of them can be 
found in every organization, if the 
employer will make the search to 
find them. Often employees can be 
developed into such “upper bracket” 
workers through patient, consistent 
sales training programs. Sometimes, 
too, older men fit into this program,
